so by the board. 

The road had contended that the 
board must hold a hearing before 
ordering restoration of previous 
rates of pay. 

The railroad ordered a 27 per cent 
reduction in the pay of trackmen, 
effective Feb. 1, and later ignored 
the board's order to restore wages to 
the rates ordered in the board's de- 
cision of July, 1920. 

The road set a precedent by its 


contention that a hearing would have 
to be held on the board order to re- 
store the previous rates of pay. Had 
today’s decision been favorable to 
the Erie it would have opened the 
way for scores of similar contentions 
by other roads, it was said.

The city hall pillars were draped 
with black, contrasting with the 
white marble which was left uncov- 
ered in some places. This drapery, 
which extended around the second, 
third and fourth floor balconies, 
was no more impressive than was 
the solid line of men and women 
which for the greater part of an hour 
filled every foot of the space along 
the railings on every floor.

FOLLIES’ COMPACT OF 
ART AND VULGARITY 


Splendid Stage Pictures Mixed 
With Nude Displays, Nasty 
Songs, Vaudeville. 


By RICHARD Il. STOKES. 

N preparing the current ana 

fourteenth edition of the “Follies,”’ 
Florens Ziegfeld Jr. announced that 
the Voalstead act would ever be in his 
mind, and that the production 
would stand on its merits without 
‘the roseate co-operation of cham- 
pagne and cocktails. The result, 
as revealed last night at the Ameri- 
can Theater before the biggest au- 
dience of the season, is an opus 
which at its best is rarely lovely and 
artistic, and at its worst is incred- 
ibly vulgar. 

Never before on the local stage 
has such pagan audacity of physical 
revelation been hazarded as in the 
scenes entitled “Creation” and “The 
Love Boat.” What Morris Gest dared 
not venture in St. Louis with his 
“Aphrodite,” Ziegfeld has undertak- 
en with his “Follies.” In “Creation” 
a showgirl portraying Eve seems to 
follow with historical fidelity the 
mode prevailing in the Garden of 
Bden during the state of innocence, 
prior to the discovery of the fig leaf. 
In “The Love Boat’ another show- 
girl presents without reticence one 
of those nude torsos of sea nymphs 
which used to serve as figureheads 
at the bows of ships. 

From one point of view, these dis- 


plays may be regarded as an art in |= 


which human flesh is employed by 
painter or sculptor instead of pig- 
ment or marble. The fact that the 
figures are fixed in motionless pos- 
tures, and that the tableaux are un- 
accompanied by action or _ text, 
serves to heighten the resemblance 
to lifeless painting and statuary in 
the nude. 
A Vulgar Song. 

But there can be no palliation for 
a song such as “Ohio,” which is 
sung by Van and Schenck, and 
which is one of the most offensive 
offerings ever permitted in a -thea- 
ter of repute. It is perhaps signifi- 
cant that this song was absent from 
the New York production. The 
“Follies” have a reputation in the 
provinces for being risque, and the 
outlying regions must not be disap- 
pointed. 

For once, Ziegfeld cannot boast 
that he has sent upon the road the 
identical production which was of- 
fered at the New Amsterdam Thea- 
ter in New York. There are many 
changes, some for the better, some 
for the worse. Here and there a 
scene is omitted and a new one inter- 
polated. Fannie Brice and Bernard 
Granville are absent from the tour- 
ing cast, due to circumstances, it is 
understood, over which the manage- 
ment has no control Charlies Win- 
ninger has joined another company. 
The result is that the “stars” of the 
show are W. C. Fields, who used to 
make wordless comedy with golf 
sticks and tennis balls, and Ray 
Dooley, who is still doing infant 
| parts, in addition to several of Miss 
Brice’s numbers. : 


The really notable beauty chorus 
presented at the New Amsterdam 
has been diluted for road purposes, 
much to its detriment, though there 
are still many pretty damsels in the 
ensembie. For instance, only one 
of the original showgirls in the 
“Creation” scene remains on the list. 

New Ben Ali Haggin Picture. 

On the other hand, an incident 
called “In the Park” has been ex- 
purgated, greatly to its improve- 
ment. For a scene in the first act 
called “A Room at Mount Vernon,” 
and introducing George and Martha 
Washington, has been substituted a 
new picture by Ben Ali Haggin, 
which depicts the execution of Ma- 
rie Antoinette, and which in itg way 
ip as beautiful and appalling « tri- 
umph as Julian Story’s painting, “An 
Incident of the French Revolution,” 
which hangs in the St. Louis Art 
Museum. 


The present “Follies” is in two 
acts of 23 scenes; the original num- 
ber was 24. The staging is by Ed- 
ward Royce, who has succeeded Ned 
Wayburn; the lyrics and music are 
by Irving Berlin, Gene Buck and 
Dave Stamper, with special num- 
bers by Victor Herbert; and the set- 
tings are by Joseph Urban. 

Departed are the old familiar stars 
of the “Follies,” such as Will Rods- 
| ers, Bert Williams and Eddie Cantor. 
\Jack Donahue, @ neweomer, who 
/was seen here in “The Velvet Lady,” 
‘and who is one of the supplest and 
,most original acrobatic dancers on 
the stage, bears, with Carl Randall, 
the burden of the male dancing. 
With a keen eye to the appeal of 
adolescence, Ziegfield has engaged 
another newcomer, Mary Baton, as 
the chief female danger. She is pret- 
tier and less rigid than Maralyn 
Miller, but sacarcely equals her in 
toe technique. The wonder is that, 
without a single entertainer of emi- 
mnence in the cast, the show as a 
whole remains so pleasurable. 


Settings. 

This is due in large part to the 
admirable scenes painted by Urban, 
to the splendid beauty of the two 
Haggin pictures, “Paris, 179%,” and 
“The Love Boat,” a Venetian tab- 
leau, and to excellent costuming. 
The scenic and lighting effects in 
such other episodes as “Creation,” 
‘In the Clouds,” “The “Lant~of 
Bells,” “On Fifth Avenue,” “The 
‘Gypsy Trail,” and “The Midnight 
Frolic," almost reconcile one to the

The entire performance is 
marked by that attention to teech- 
nigal details, for which Ziegfeld is 
noted. 


8 MORE DAYS IN WHIGH TO FILE 
FEDERAL INCOME TAX RETURNS 


With eight more week days re- 
maining, including today, for mak- 
ing Federal income tax returns, it 
was calculated that only half of the 
expected number of peturns had 
been received up to this morning. 
It has been estimated that the total 
number will be around 110,000, an 
increase of 15,000 over lagt year. 

As 40 per cent of the returns usu- 
ally are made in person, this means 
that an average of about 2700 per- 
sons a day may be expected to ap- 
pear at the office in the 
Building in the eight days remain- 
ing. This is almost twice as many 
as have been waited on during the 
busiest days heretofore. 

At the office of the Collector of 
Internal Revenue, it was stated to- 
day that there is no possibility of an 
extension in the time. The returns 
must be in by midnight of March 
15. Failure will result in a penalty 


of 6 per cent of the amount of the 
tax, plus one per cent a month for 
the period of delinquency.

“Passion,” the week’s leading at- 
traction at the New Grand Central 
and West End Lyric, is a foreign film 
of great merit and distinction which 
has broken house attendance records 
wherever shown.

for preferment. Had that been done, the question 
asked by the League of Women Voters as to whether 
the candidates purposed allowing “the Efficiency 
Board to function as per charter provision” would 
hardly have been competent. The fact that the ques- 
tion is relevant, competent and material is of itself 
proof that the women do not Delieve this precedent 
has been eStablished. 

It is to be assumed from the questionnaire that the 
women, though not then enfranchised, recall clearly 
the triumph St. Louis was reputed to have scored 
when the present charter was adopted. The victory 
gave St. Louis an enviable place in the progressive 
esteem of the whole country. It was hailed as one of 
the most auspicious steps forward any big city had 
taken. The expected results have not been realized. 
But the fault does not lie in the charter; it is charge- 
able to the administration which has failed to utilize 
the agencies, and particularly the ambitious spirit, 
of this instrument. 

The undeniable fact is that many of the old abuses 
from which this city, in common with others, suf- 
fered still linger. Are they going to continue? That 
is what the women are trying to find out. The can- 
didates, in their replies, have pledged a literal ful- 
fillment of the charter’s provisions. Broadly speak- 
ing, they have declared a devotion to the city’s or- 
ganic law that should satisfy the most exacting. An 
though there are issues of tremendous import to the 
city’s future not included in the questionnaire, it is 
plain that, if the pledge made to the League of Wom- 
en Voters is faithfully kept by the successful candi- 
date, St. Louis will be a well-governed city.
